Obama's Quick Ratings Boost 


President experiences 
approval jump after 
killing of bin Laden 

Washington 

In the immediate aftermath of 
the targeted killing of Osama bin 
Laden, President Obama’s approval 
rating has jumped higher, with big 
increases in the number of Amer- 
icans giving him high marks on 
dealing with terrorism and the sit- 
uation in Afghanistan. 

But the new poll, conducted 
Monday evening by The Washing- 
ton Post and the Pew Research Cen- 
ter, also finds virtually no move- 
ment in Obama’s numbers when 
it comes to handling the economy. 
That suggests that success on one 
front — even one as important as 
the death of the mastermind of the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks — might not 
translate easily to other areas. 

Overall, 56 percent of those 
polled say they approve of the way 
Obama is handling his job as presi- 
dent, an increase of nine percentage 
points over April polls by Post-ABC 
News and Pew. That is the highest 



More Now Predict Afghan War Success 

The number of Americans who see success ahead in Afghanistan has 
spiked since Osama bin Laden was killed Sunday in Pakistan, but few see the 
news as an end to the threat of terrorism facing the U.S., according to a new poll 
by The Washington Post and the Pew Research Center. Nearly seven in 10 see the 
U.S.’s killing of bin Laden as a boost to the long-term security of the country, but 
barely one in five sees it as a big help. Nearly half of all Americans— 46 percent 
—say they’re more confident in the U.S. mission in Afghanistan as a result of bin 
Laden’s death. About 48 percent of Americans say U.S. troops should be with- 
drawn from Afghanistan “as soon as possible." (the Washington post) 


approval rating for the president in 
either poll since 2009. 

More than three-quarters of 
all Americans say the president 
deserves credit for the killing of 
the bin Laden in Pakistan on Sun- 
day. Among Republicans, 61 per- 
cent say Obama deserves at least 
some credit for the move. But just 
17 percent of them say he deserves 
a “great deal” of credit for bringing 
bin Laden to justice after a near- 
ly 10 -year pursuit by U.S. intelli- 
gence and military forces. 

Republicans are more apt to 
give former president George W. 
Bush acclaim for killing bin Laden, 
with 81 percent saying he deserves 
at least some of the credit for what 
happened Sunday. Only 35 percent 
of Democrats share that view, with 
a slender 4 percent giving the for- 
mer president a lot of credit. 

How long Obama’s improved rat- 
ings will last is, of course, an open 
question. The fact that there was no 
movement in Obama’s approval on 
the economy — still the top issue by 
far in the country — offers a remind-

For the first time, Americans 45 
and older make up a majority of 
the voting-age population, giving 
older Americans wider influence in 
elections as the U.S. stands divid- 
ed over curtailing Medicare and 
other benefits for seniors. 

Along with the information 
about the growing influence of 
older adults, preliminary census 
estimates also show a decline in 
the number of married couples 
with children, slight growth in

Former Playboy playmate and 
B-movie actress Yvette Vickers kept 
to herself and tended her flowers 
on a quiet, tree-lined street perched 
above Beverly Hills that actors, pro- 
ducers and writers call home.

Suspicion, Doubt in Abbottabad 


Bin Laden’s hideout 
in Pakistan drew 
residents’ intrigue 

Abbottabad, Pakistan 

When a woman involved in a polio 
vaccine drive turned up at Osama 
bin Laden’s hideaway, she remarked 
to the men behind the high walls 
about the expensive SUVs inside. 
The men took the vaccine, appar- 
ently to administer to the 23 chil- 
dren at the compound, and told 
her to go away. 

The terror chief and his fami- 
ly kept well hidden in this north- 
western town dotted with build- 
ings from British colonial days 
that they shared with thousands of 
Pakistani soldiers. But glimpses of 
their life are emerging, along with 
skepticism that authorities didn’t 
know they were there. 

Bin Laden found Abbottabad 
safe enough to stay for up to six 
years, according to U.S. officials, a 
stunning length of time to remain 
in one place right under the noses 
of a U.S.-funded army that had

Pakistan Under Fire 

Pakistan criticized the American raid that killed Osama bin Laden as an 
“unauthorized unilateral action," laying bare the strains the operation has put 
on an already rocky alliance. U.S. legislators along with the leaders of Britain 
and France questioned how the Pakistani government could not have known 
the al-Qaeda leader was living in a garrison town less than a two-hour drive from 
the capital and had apparently lived there for years. British Prime Minister David 
Cameron demanded that Pakistani leaders explain how bin Laden had lived unde- 
tected in Abbottabad. But in a nod to the complexities of dealing with a nuclear- 
armed, unstable country that is crucial to success in Afghanistan, Cameron said 
having “a massive row" with Islamabad would not be in Britain’s interest, (ap) 


ostensibly been trying to track him 
down. Most assessments believed 
him to be along the Afghan-Paki- 
stan border, perhaps in a cave.

Police officer Nazir Ahmad said 
police visit hotels daily to obtain 
copies of passports of foreigners 
staying there. He said real estate 
agents have to inform police if they 
rent out property to a foreigner. 

Abbottabad police chief Moham- 
mad Naeem said the police follow 
the procedures strictly but “human 
error cannot be avoided.” (ap)

Report Finds Arctic Ice 
Is Melting More Rapidly 


Stockholm 

Arctic ice is melting faster than 
expected and could raise the aver- 
age global sea level by as much as 
five feet this century, a new report 
suggests. 

The study by the internation- 
al Arctic Monitoring and Assess- 
ment Program is one of the most 
comprehensive updates on climate 
change in the Arctic. The report 
will be released next week, but a 
summary was obtained by The 
Associated Press on Tuesday. 

It says that Arctic tempera- 
tures in the past six years were 
the highest since measurements 
began in 1880, and that mecha- 
nisms believed to accelerate warm- 
ing have started kicking in. 

The report also said a U.N. panel 
on climate change was too conser- 
vative in estimating how much sea

levels will rise, a closely watched 
aspect of global warming. 

The melting of Arctic glaciers 
and ice caps are projected to help 
raise global sea levels by 35 to 
63 inches by 2100, AMAP said, 
though it noted that the estimate 
was highly uncertain. That’s up 
from a 2007 projection of 7 to 23 
inches by the U.N. panel. 

Scientists are still debating how 
much of the changes observed in 
the Arctic are due to natural vari- 
ances and how much to warming

Student Transit Pass ID Launches 


Electronic card could 
restrict Metro access 
for riders from DCPS 


Washington 

Metro and the District Department 
of Transportation plan to launch a 
pilot program this month to move 
student transit passes to an elec- 
tronic identification card, similar 
to the SmarTrip card. 

The D.C. One Card will contain 
a chip with ID information and 
could be used to restrict students’ 
access to the Metro system. 

However, DDOT spokesman 
John Lisle said that is not the intent 


of the program, although the pos- 
sibility exists if someone makes 
that decision later. Lisle said the 
new cards could be easily replaced 
if they are lost. 

The issue was discussed in Feb- 
ruary during a Metro board meet- 
ing as a possible way of curtailing 
crime committed by young people. 
Metro Transit Police have said that 
the growth in crime on Metro’s 
trains and buses is partially attrib- 
uted to snatch-and-grab robberies 
committed by youth. 

Serious crime on Metro hit a 
five-year high in 2010. Concerns 
have also arisen over high-pro- 
file fights by young people in the 
system.

The pilot program would begin 
in phases, first with about 500 stu- 
dents at the School Without Walls 
in Northwest Washington and 
expanding to some D.C. summer 
school students. 

If the D.C. One Card program 
is successful, it would be imple- 


mented in phases this fall for high 
school and middle school students, 
Metro said. 

“The D.C. One Card allows 
District of Columbia residents to 
access schools, D.C. government 
facilities and programs as well 
as the Metro transit system — all 
with the same card,” said Tommy 
Wells, a Ward 6 D.C. council and 
Metro board member. 

The cards already can be used 
by adults and children to access 
some city services and facilities. 

The current passes allow stu- 
dents to travel on Metro’s trains and 
buses for about half the cost of a 
regular fare. The District pays the 
difference, (the Washington post)

Bag Tax for Montgomery 


County will charge 
5 cents at nearly all 
retail establishments 

Rockville, Md. 

The Montgomery County Council 
on Tuesday imposed a 5-cent bag 
tax starting Jan. 1, a move propo- 
nents hope will kick-start a stalled 
effort to pass a similar tax through- 
out Maryland. 

Montgomery politicians were 
inspired in part by the District’s bag 
tax, but they took it further by includ- 
ing nearly all retail establishments, 
not just those that sell food. 


The tax will apply to both paper 
and plastic bags at tens of thou- 
sands of merchants. Among the 
few exceptions: paper bags from 
restaurants and pharmacy bags 
holding prescription drugs. 

Official say the tax will raise 
about $1 million a year, some of 
which will fund free reusable bags 
for the poor and elderly. 

The money will also go toward 
water protection, though backers 
expect bag usage — and tax receipts 
— to drop fast. 

“I consider this to be a nudge, 
not a nuisance. This nudge has 
profound effects on our conscious- 
ness,” said council member Roger 


Berliner, D-Bethesda-Potomac, 
who was one of eight votes for 
the measure. 

Nancy Floreen, D-At Large, 
the lone dissenter, called the tax 
a costly distraction when officials 
should be focused on maintain- 
ing basic services in tough bud- 
get times. 

“It’s just another regressive 
tax that creates its own set of 
administrative costs. ... We are 
adding to the cost borne by our 
most vulnerable populations,” 
Floreen said. “Studies show 
90 percent of plastic bags are 
recycled or reused.” michael laris

The Afghan Question 


Bin Laden is dead, 
but what does that 
mean for the U.S. 
plan to end the war? 

Washington 

The demise of Osama bin Laden com- 
plicates what was already a tough call 
for President Obama: how to wind 
down the nearly decade-old war in 
Afghanistan. Now the symbolic rea- 
son for staying in the fight — to get 
al- Qaeda’s leader and avenge 9/11 — 
has been undercut. 

Momentum had been building in 
Congress and elsewhere for a shift to 
a narrower, less costly military mis- 
sion in Afghanistan even before the 
U.S. raid that killed bin Laden. 

This could suit Obama’s desire to 
put Afghanistan behind him by begin- 
ning a phased troop pullout this sum- 
mer along with NATO partners. But it 
also could put him at sharper odds with 
his military commanders, who argue for 
a slower drawdown and a longer-term 
military commitment that they believe 
would lessen the chances of Afghani- 
stan again falling apart. 

U.S. commanders fear squandering 
hard-fought battlefield gains, particu- 
larly those achieved with the addition 
last year of an extra 30,000 American 
troops. They now face a spring offen- 
sive by the Taliban, whose goal remains 
undermining the Afghan government, 
discrediting its security forces and driv- 
ing out U.S. troops. 

Sen. Dick Durbin, D-I1L, reflected 
a wider skepticism about remaining 
heavily involved in Afghanistan when 
he said Tuesday that he had not imag- 
ined at the outset of the war in Octo- 
ber 2001 that U.S. troops would still be 
there — “with no end in sight, even after 
the death of Osama bin Laden.” 

Top administration officials have 
vowed not to abandon Afghanistan, 
even as the U.S. military role shrinks, 
and their central rationale is not 
changed by the elimination of bin

Laden. They point to 1989 and the U.S. 
decision to walk away from Afghani- 
stan after the Soviet occupation col- 
lapsed; chaos ensued, the Taliban rose 
to power, and al-Qaeda had a launch- 
pad for global terror. 

The worry is that the pattern would 
be repeated if the U.S. left anytime soon, 
giving terrorists a haven and compel- 
ling future intervention yet again. 

“Nobody wants [U.S. troops] to leave 
and come home more than I do, but I 
don’t want them to go back,” Sen. Lind- 
sey Graham, R-S.C., an outspoken sup- 
porter of Obama’s plan to keep troops

there until at least 2014, told report- 
ers. His advice to the president: “Stay 
with the plan you got.” 

Coincidentally, just one day before 
Obama gave the go-ahead for the night- 
time raid on bin Laden’s compound in 
Pakistan, he announced a new U.S. line- 
up in Afghanistan, with Lt. Gen. John 
Allen replacing Gen. David Petraeus 
as the military commander and Ryan 
Crocker succeeding Karl Eikenberry 
as the top U.S. diplomat. But Obama 
did not say this meant a change of war 
strategy. 

Sen. John Kerry, D-Mass., acknowl- 
edged the likelihood that bin Laden’s 
death would increase public pressure 
to bow out. 

“Some people will ask why we don’t 
pack up and leave Afghanistan. We 
can’t do that,” said Kerry. “But it is no 
longer enough to simply lay out our 
goals. We need to determine what type 
of Afghanistan we plan to leave in our 
wake so that we may actually achieve 
these objectives.” (ap)

Former SEALs offer 
a glimpse of the man 
who shot bin Laden 

Washington 

Who shot Osama bin Laden? 

He’s out there somewhere, an 
instant icon in the annals of Amer- 
ican conflict. But an enigma, too, 
his identity cloaked for now, and 
maybe forever. 

He is the unknown shooter. 
The nameless, faceless triggerman 
who put a bullet in the head of the 
world’s most notorious terrorist. 

Yet there are clues, and a bit of 
a portrait can be pieced together 
from U.S. officials. A trio of former 
Navy SEALs — Eric Greitens, Rich- 
ard Marcinko and Stew Smith — 
helped us fill in the blanks, drawing 
from their experiences to develop 
a kind of sketch of an elusive his- 
toric figure in real time. 

He’s likely between the ages of 
26 and 33, says Marcinko, founder 
of the elite SEALs Team Six, known 
as DEVGRU, that many believe led 
the assault on bin Laden’s com- 
pound in Abbottabad, Pakistan. 
He’ll be old enough to have had 
time to hurdle the tests required to 
join the unit, yet young enough to 
withstand the rigors of the job. 

It’s safe to say the shooter is a 
man, because there are no women 
in the SEALs. He was probably 
a high school or college athlete, 


Smith says. 

The shooter’s probably not the 
crew-cut, neatly shaven ideal we’ve 
come to expect from U.S. forc- 
es. “You don’t want to stick out,” 
Marcinko says. 

Marcinko estimates that the 
shooter might have made a dozen 
or more deployments, and chanc- 
es are he’s keeping score. 

Smith, who served in the SEALs 


from 1991 to 1999, got together 
recently with five SEALs. “They 
were responsible for 250 dead ter- 
rorists,” Smith says. “They know 
their number.” 

But there are terrorists, and 
then there are TERRORISTS. Bin 
Laden falls into the latter category. 
It’s hard to imagine someone not 
wanting to take credit for such a 
significant kill. Yet naming SEALs 


would make them targets and make 
future missions difficult. 

Another era’s military icons 
were frequently publicly identified. 
But this is a different kind of war, 
and it’s likely the shooter’s superi- 
ors would forbid him and his col- 
leagues to reveal his identity. 

But among his colleagues, the 
shooter will be well-known. There 
are sure to be awards and honorif- 
ics, all in private. Right now, he’s 
probably in for some locker-room- 
style ribbing. 

“It’ll be, Tf I’d have been there, 
it’d have been done in 20 minutes 
instead of 40 minutes,”’ Marcinko

Backlash in 
Washington 

Congress may consider cut- 
ting the almost $1.3 billion 
in annual aid to Pakistan if it 
turns outthe Islamabad gov- 
ernment knew where Osama 
bin Laden was hiding, the head 
of the Senate Intelligence 
Committee said Tuesday.

Five 
people were killed in the 
raid, officials said: bin Lad- 
en; his son; his most trust- 
ed courier, Abu Ahmed al- 
Kuwaiti, and al-Kuwaiti’s 
wife and brother.

Officials incorrectly said bin 
Laden’s wife died in gunfire 
while serving as his human 
shield. That was actually bin 
Laden’s aide’s wife, and she 
was just caught in cross fire, 
the White House said Tuesday. 

Bin Laden’s wife rushed the 
SEALs when they stormed the 
room, Carney said, and was 
shot in the calf.

Rose a Slam Dunk for NBA MVP 



Bulls point guard is 
youngest player ever 
to win league award

Right from the start, Derrick Rose 
wondered why he couldn’t be the 
MVR It turns out, nothing was 
stopping him. 

Rose officially became the NBA’s 
youngest MVP on Tuesday and 
joined Michael Jordan as the only 
Bulls players to win the award. 

The news was hardly a surprise 
after Rose had a spectacular season 
in leading Chicago to the league’s 
best record. 

Rose has a ways to go before he 
catches Jordan, who won five MVP 
awards and led the way to two title 
three-peats, but he sure is off to a 
good start. In his third year, the 
dynamic point guard led the Bulls 
to their best season since the cham- 


pionship era. 

Rose, 22, got 113 first-place votes 
from a panel of media voters. Orlan- 
do’s Dwight Howard finished sec- 
ond, Miami’s LeBron James was 
third, the Lakers’ Kobe Bryant was 


fourth, and Oklahoma City star 
Kevin Durant finished fifth. 

A product of Chicago’s South 
Side, Rose established himself as 
one of the top players in the league 
after going from Rookie of the Year 


to an All-Star in his first two sea- 
sons. He took another step this year 
with one of the best all-around per- 
formances by a point guard. 

He averaged 25 points and 7.7 
assists while leading Chicago into 
contention for its first champion- 
ship since the Jordan-Scottie Pip- 
pen era. For all the groaning over 
the Bulls’ missing out on James, 
Dwyane Wade and Chris Bosh in 
free agency, they did quite well for 
themselves anyway. 

It all added up to a 62-20 record 
and homecourt advantage through- 
out the playoffs. 

He ranked seventh in scoring 
and 10th in assists, making him the 
only player this season in the top 10 
in both categories. He’s the seventh 
player in league history to average 
at least 25 points, 7.5 assists and 
4.0 rebounds, along with Jordan, 
Oscar Robertson, Jerry West, Larry 
Bird, Wade and James, according 
to Elias Sports Bureau, (ap)

Album Review 

It’s been a few years since we’ve 
heard from Fleet Foxes, but Robin 
Pecknold’s lyrics make it seem like 
it’s been decades. At just 25 years 
old, the golden-voiced frontman 
of 2008’s breakout folk band is in

full reflection mode on the band’s 
much-anticipated follow-up. “So 
now I am older than my mother and 
father/When they had their daugh- 
ter” are the first words out of his 
mouth on “Montezuma,” the title 
itself a reference to a fallen empire. 
“Oh, man, what I used to be,” Pec- 
knold laments during the chorus 
over sweet, reverb -flecked guitar, 
as angelic backing vocals descend 
upon him. 

It’s a shift from the doe-eyed 
innocence of “Ragged Wood,” from 
the band’s debut, making for a dark- 
er shade of Fleet Foxes. But beams of 
light in the form of Pecknold’s voice 
and his bandmates’ stirring harmo- 
nies still serve as the overwhelm- 
ing foundation of the band’s sound. 
No matter the musical accompani- 
ment — or even the occasional lack 
of one — the vocals remain so capti- 
vating that it’ll take more than some 


Backstory 

Sacrificing for Art 

In a recent interview with Spin 
magazine, Fleet Foxes singer 
Robin Pecknold discussed the 
struggles he faced in record- 
ing “Helplessness Blues."

“Helplessness Blues” is all forms 
of ’70s AM gold but never gets so 
breezy as to become background 
music. The insistent bounce of “Bat- 
tery Kinzie” is one of the disc’s live- 
liest moments and seems to contra- 
dict Pecknold singing, “I woke up 


a dying man without a chance,” 
but his warm voice makes it sound 
like a pleasant morning. Mostly, 
the arrangements are elegantly 
adorned, if not terribly inventive, 
but there’s no point distracting 
from the main event. And while the 
eight-minute chamber-folk exper- 
iment “The Shrine/An Argument” 
confirms that Fleet Foxes have 
yet to write their “Suite: Judy Blue 
Eyes,” they still have songs that 
will similarly stand the test of time.

On “Hot Sauce Committee Part 
2” (amazingly, only the venerable 
New York City trio’s eighth full- 
length record), the Beasties’ weird, 
wisecracking spirit shines brighter 
than it has in years. And if that spir- 
it is no longer groundbreaking or 
even particularly original, the top 
five or six tracks here are on par 
with the band’s best work. 

The fat synth line that opens 
“Make Some Noise” rides atop a 
no-frills beat and announces the 
trio will be playing to its familiar 
strengths: a sinewy rap -rock con- 
coction stirred by distinctive, over- 
lapping voices. The band stretch- 
es the formula taut on the brawny 
“Too Many Rappers” (featuring 
Nas) and “Say It,” which seesaws 
on creaky guitar feedback.

dub: “Don’t Play No Game That I 
Can’t Win” is a scintillating duet 
with Santigold (and the record’s 
best track), while “Multilateral

The boys get lost a few times 
along the way, and the flat sec- 
ond track, “Nonstop Disco Pow- 
erpack,” is actually cringe-induc- 
ing. But at its heart — “Long 
Burn the Fire,” featuring a stir- 
ring turn from Adam Yauch, who 
was treated for cancer during 
the making of the album — the 
Beastie formula sounds vibrant, 
cohesive and, yeah, still saucy.

It started with an ad on Craig- 
slist: Free holiday on an organ- 
ic farm on Long Island, work for 
your keep, and enjoy wineries and 
great beaches nearby. 

The farm would even supply 
transportation from New York City 
and bicycles to get around once you 
arrive. All a friend and I had to do 
was take the subway to a farmers 
market in the Williamsburg sec- 
tion of Brooklyn and a van would 
pick us up. The entire experience 
wouldn’t cost a penny. 

When we got to Williamsburg, 
it was clear that these farmers 
were genuine and making a live- 
ly trade at the produce market. We 
helped load boxes after the market 
ended, sat in the van and took the 
two-hour ride to Garden of Eve, an 
80-acre organic farm on the north 
fork of Long Island. 

The farm owner, Eve Kaplan- 
Walbrecht, met us in the farm 
store and showed us the accom-

modations. At first we chose the 
rather downbeat but convenient- 
ly located garage, but we changed 
our minds after seeing the solar- 
powered wooden gazebo, with a 
partial-glass roof looking up at 
the stars. Beds are provided; bring 
your own sheets. 

We began work the day we 
arrived, mowing the lawn with 
a little tractor and then working 
in the fields with the apprentices, 
all of whom were very helpful and 
gave us lots of advice. 


One major caution: This is hard, 
physical work, and the aches will 
build up if you’re not used to it.

By day six, I had to be back in 
the city, so we took a ride in the 
delivery van after one of the best 
holidays of my life. 

It was a workout, a vacation 
and a return to nature, a chance 
to check out wineries, stargaze 
and swim in the ocean, all literal- 
ly without spending a dollar. The 
only time I used cash was one 
night when we ate out in one of 
the many authentic Mexican res- 
taurants nearby.

Pour all ingredients into a cocktail 
shaker filled with ice, and shake for 
about 15 seconds. Strain into a chilled 
glass. Optional: Rim the glass with 
salt and garnish with a lime wedge. 

For a single serving, “1 part" can 
equal half an ounce. To make a batch 
that serves 10, “1 part" can equal 5 
ounces. 

Tips and Tricks 

For a less tart margarita, try adding 
some fresh orange juice. 

For a fresh fruit taste, muddle 
strawberries or mango slices with the 
agave syrup, then add other ingredi- 
ents, shake and strain. 

For a spicy margarita, muddle 
a slice of jalapeno or chile with the 
agave syrup, then add other ingredi- 
ents, shake and strain.
